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SEPTEMBER  REPORT  OF  GROWING  CROPS. 


COTTON. 


The  returns  to  this  department  on  the  1st  of  September  show  a  heavy 
decline  in  the  condition  of  the  cotton  crop  during  the  month  of  August. 
The  general  average  condition  is  91,  against  102  for  the  month  ending 
August  1. 

The  following  are  the  State  averages :  North  Carolina,  100,  a  loss  of 
6  ;  South  Carolina,  93,  a  loss  of  5  $  Georgia,  95,  a  loss  of  3 ;  Florida,  91, 
a  loss  of  5 ;  Alabama,  86,  a  loss  of  13  j  Mississippi,  88,  a  loss  of  11 j  Lou- 
isiana, 88,  a  loss  of  11 ;  Texas,  97,  a  loss  of  13  $  Arkansas,  95,  a  loss  of  11; 
Tennessee,  90,  a  loss  of  17.

As  compared  with  the  condition  on  August  1,  the  returns  September 
1  show  a  universal  decline.    The  South  Atlantic  States,  however,  show 
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less  than  the  other  cotton-growing  States ;  the  only  complaints  from  that 
section  are,  too  ranch  rain  in  August  after  a  long  drought  in  July,  and 
rust.  In  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Louisiana  there  is  a  heavy  decline 
reported ;  in  Alabama  there  is  much  complaint  of  rust  and  boll-worm  in 
nearly  every  section,  and  too  much  rain  in  a  large  portion  of  the  State ; 
in  Mississippi  and  Louisiana  too  much  rain  is  reported  from  all  sections, 
and  the  ravages  of  boll-worm  and  rust  are  generally  noted.  In  Texas 
the  decline  from  the  very  high  condition  reported  August  1  is  not  sur- 
prising ;  the  condition  September  1  was  still  very  high ;  the  weather  in 
most  sections  is  reported  favorable ;  caterpillars  and  boll-worms  are  re- 
ported in  many  localities,  but  not  generally.  In  Arkansas  there  is  re- 
ported too  much  rain  and  rust ;  in  Tennessee  there  is  in  a  large  section 
very  dry  weather  reported  and  injury  from  drought. 
The  following  notes  from  correspondence  are  given : 

North  Carolina. — Cabarrus  :  Recent  rains  have  caused  dropping  of  squares  and 
bolls;  there  is  also  rust.  Columbus  :  Has  rusted  badly  on  some  farms.  Mecklenburg  : 
Very  heavily  fruited,  and  two  weeks  earlier  than  last  year;  live  new  bales  sold  yester- 
day ;  rust  complained  of  in  some  sections.  Warren  :  Damaged  some  by  rains.  Beaufort : 
Greatly  damaged  by  excessive  rains  ;  picking  a  week  earlier  than  usual.  Duplin  : 
But  little  made  since  July  20,  owing  to  heavy  rains  ;  bolls  and  squares  are  shedding, 
andpickiug  has  commenced.  Franklin  :  Materially  damaged  by  heavy  rains.  Nash  : 
Prospect,  not  near  so  good  as  in  July  ;  too  much  raiu.  Pamlico  :  Up  to  August  1  the 
finest  crop  ever  seen;  too  much  rain  since.  Pender:  Injured  by  rain.  Perquimons  : 
Condition  reduced  by  continuous  rains.  Montgomery  :  The  causes  for  the  falling  off  of 
cotton  are  various  ;  want  of  early  stand  owing  to  dry  weather  at  planting  time  ;  ex- 
cessive rainfall  and  rust.  Bertie:  Too  much  rain  early  in  August.  Currituck:  Sus- 
tained injury  from  excessive  rains  ;  too  much  weed  at  the  expense  of  fruitage,  and 
large  quantities  of  bloom  washed  away.  Halifax  :  Crop  on  light  sandy  soils  dam- 
aged by  rains.  Cumberland:  Taking  the  rust  badly.  Gaston:  Rust  has  caused  some 
injury;  has  grown  very  vigorously  within  the  past  ten  days  with  only  an  occasional 
bloom.  Guilford:  Best  crop  we  have  had  for  forty  years.  Brunswick:  Damaged  by 
rains.  Gates:  Late  rains  have  injured  crop  some,  although  it  is  still  cousidered 
good.  Greene  :  Weed  the  finest  I  ever  saw,  but  crop  will  not  come  up  to  the  average. 
Wake:  Prospects  never  were  better.  Wilson:  Doing  well;  opened  ten  days  earlier 
than  usual,  and  picking  has  commenced.  Sampson  :  The  wet  weather  of  July  and 
hot,  dry  weather  of  August  caused  cotton  to  quit  growing  on  light  soils,  and  it  now 
looks  like  the  October  crop  ;  it  is  maturing  rapidly,  and  one-half  is  now  opened.  Cam- 
den: Damaged  by  excessive  rains,  but  crop  earlier  than  usual.  Chowan:  Short  on  ac- 
count of  rust  and  heavy  rains;  picking  commenced  two  days  sooner  than  ever  known 
in  this  county.     Stanly  :  Very  good  and  fruiting  well ;  some  rust. 

South  Carolina. — Fairfield:  Improved  during  August,  but  not  good  yet.  Darling- 
ton :  Has  failed  very  much  in  the  last  three  weeks  ;  a  great  deal  more  rust  than  usual. 
Aiken  :  A  two  weeks'  drought  during  August  caused  rust,  which  has. injured  crop  some. 
Georgetown  :  Suffered  from  rains  ;  crop  well  developed  as  to  weed,  and  heavily  fruited. 
Barnwell :  Looking  well,  but  picking  retarded  by  rainy  days.  Colleton  :  Larger  yield 
than  for  many  years ;  crop  too  well  matured  to  sustain  injury  from  caterpillars. 
Hampton  :  Is  being  rapidly  gathered,  but  has  suffered  some  from  rust.  Horry  :  Badly 
injured  by  heavy  excessive  rains  ;  injured  also  by  rust ;  picking  has  commenced,  and 
it  is  found  that  the  fruitage  of  the  late  planted  is  very  inferior.  Laurens  :  Favorable 
rains  have  brought  the  crop  above  average ;  picking  has  commenced.  Oconee  :  Look- 
ing well ;  picking  commenced  earlier  than  last  year.  Clarendon  :  Am  now  eighty- 
three  years  old,  and  I  have  never  seen  a  fairer  prospect  for  cotton,  but  unfortunately 
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we  have  had  a  storm  of  rain  lasting  about  forty  hours  without  intermission,  washing- 
out  and  damaging  crop  about  45  per  cent.  Williamsburg  :  August  has  been  a  bad 
month  for  cotton  ;  rust  prevails  to  some  extent,  and  the  crop  is  on  the  decline.  Lan- 
caster :  Injured  by  rains.  Kershaw:  Damaged  by  rust  and  blight.  Marion:  Plant  un- 
healthy ;  picking  very  much  advanced.  Lexington  :  Plant  suffering  considerably  from 
rust  in  sandy  soils,  but  may  probably  reach  an  average  crop. 

Georgia. — Baker:  Rusted  badly.  Coffee:  Injured  some  by  too  much  rain,  which 
caused  sheddiug.  Decatur:  Fallen  off  at  least  10  per  cent,  on  account  of  protracted 
rains,  rust,  &c. ;  worms  are  now  stripping  it.  Warren:  Damaged  by  rain  and  rust; 
prospect  at  present  gloomy.  Gordon  :  Prospects  better  than  at  this  time  last  year. 
Jasper:  Doing  well ;  no  worms  yet.  Marion:  Prospects  as  good  as  for  several  years 
past.  Muscogee:  Improved  very  much  during  August;  great  complaint  of  rust  in  some 
localities.  Upson:  Au  eight  weeks'  drought  will  well  nigh  ruin  crop  in  our  immediate 
section;  rust  prevailing  to  a  great  extent.  Carroll:  Not  so  good  as  was  expected ; 
rust  and  dropping  of  bolls  have  shortened  the  crop  some.  Charlton  :  In  some  sections 
an  eutire  failure,  owing  to  rust.  Columbia  :  The  promise  is  a  fine  one.  Hart :  Not  so 
good  generally  as  at  last  report,  but  owing  to  increased  acreage  a  larger  crop  will  be 
made  than  ever  before,  Merriwether :  Late,  shedding  badly  ;  early,  stands  well.  Mc- 
Duffie :  More  or  less  affected  by  rust  on  the  gray  lands  ;  on  red  lands  the  best  crop  in 
six  years.  Brooks :  Rains  have  done  much  damage.  Coweta :  On  old  and  uplands 
has  turned  yellow  and  is  shedding ;  yield  per  acre  will  not  be  as  heavy  as  last  year. 
Lee:  Caterpillars  and  wet  and  windy  weather  prevailing.  Putnam:  Picking  com- 
menced, and  yield  of  lint  very  good  to  the  100  pounds,  but  crop  cut  short  by  rains  and 
drought.  Scriven  :  Rust  has  taken  hold,  and  the  caterpillar  is  also  reported.  Stewart: 
Early  and  guano  cotton  opening  finely,  and  picking  has  fully  begun.  Terrell :  Dam- 
aged by  wet  weather  since  July.  Dawson:  Prospects  good;  no  rain,  no  caterpillars 
or  other  insects.  Haralson :  Complaint  of  rust.  Milton :  Excessive  rain  has  caused 
rust ;  crop,  however,  good  as  yet  and  is  opening  ten  days  earlier  than  usual.  Wilkes : 
Drought  in  some  portions  of  the  county  and  heavy  rains  in  others  injured  crop  some  ; 
opening  rapidly ;  there  is  rust  in  the  red-land  crop,  an  unusual  circumstance.  De 
Kalb  :  Crop  will  be  smaller  than  last  year  owing  to  dry  weather  and  rust ;  nearly  ten 
days  earlier  than  last  year.  Lincoln  :  Too  much  rain;  growth  too  rapid,  which,  with 
rust,  will  naturally  affect  the  crop.  Troup :  Excessive  rains  and  rust  have  caused 
shedding  of  squares  and  young  bolls  ;  caterpillars  are  on  the  low-lands  and  rust  on  the 
gray  and  sandy  lands. 

Florida. — Alachua:  Late  rains  have  caused  much  dropping  of  fruit.  Bradford: 
July  and  August  rains  caused  shedding  of  forms  and  small  bolls  to  some  extent.  Mad- 
ison: Damaged  by  a  storm  that  has  been  raging  for  three  days  past.  Suwanne: 
Staple  long  and  crop  promises  well ;  picking  has  commenced ;  some  complaint  of  boll- 
worms.  Columbia:  Injured  by  recent  storm.  Gadsden:  Injured  by  a  severe  storm 
within  the  past  three  days.     Marion  :  Gathering  well  and  will  yield  finely. 

Alabama. — Barbour:  Great  complaint  of  rust;  boll-worm  has  also  done  almost  un- 
precedented injury ;  caterpillars  now  putting  in  an  appearance,  and  will  certainly 
destroy  top  crop  and  late  cotton.  Bibb:  Picking  progressing  slowly;  too  hot.  Cren- 
shaw: Fell  off  largely  on  account  of  drought,  rust,  and  worms  in  places.  Elmore: 
Being  very  much  damaged  now  by  rust  and  caterpillar;  yield  will  not  be  equal  to  last 
year.  Greene :  Rust  has  caused  a  reduction  of  average ;  no  damage  from  worms  as  yet. 
Lee:  Failing  fast ;  too  much  rain  and  rust ;  boll- worm  doing  some  damage.  Lowndes  : 
Has  suftered  from  drought,  rain,  and  rust.  Shelby :  Rust  and  rain  have  cut  down  the 
prospects  at  least  one-fifth,  and  we  feel  safe  in  predicting  another  falling  off  in  Sep- 
tember. De  Kalb :  Weather  unfavorable  during  August ;  cotton  damaged  some  by  a 
destructive  storm  of  wind  and  rain.  Bike :  Opening  rapidly  ;  some  damage  from  rust, 
but  no  injury  as  yet  from  worms.  Calhoun  :  Pretty  fair,  but  the  August  crop  of  fruit 
not  so  good  as  was  expected.  Coffee:  Materially  injured  by  rust;  rains  have  been 
very  heavy,  and  invariably  have  proved  disastrous  to  cotton.     Conecuh  :  Opening  well 
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and  ten  day s  ahead .  Clay:  Damage  reported  from  rust  and  boll-worms.  Marengo: 
Damaged  by  rust  and  boll-worms.  Bullock:  Cat  off  considerably  by  black  rust  and 
caterpillars.  Clarke:  Crop  tine  in  southeastern  portion  of  county,  but  injured  in  other 
portions  by  rust.  Calhoun:  Good.  Hale:  London  purple  and  Paris  green  used  more 
generally  this  season  than  usual,  and  the  ravages  of  the  caterpillar  have  been  stopped 
where  the  poisons  have  been  applied  in  time,  but  so  much  damage  had  been  done  pre- 
viously by  the  rust  and  boll-worm  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  much  benefit  will  be 
derived,  further  than  aiding  the  bolls  not  fully  grown  to  reach  maturity.  Saint  Clair : 
Growth  stopped  and  otherwise  injured  by  wet  weather.  Wilcox:  Rust  has  been  bad, 
and  now  the  worms  are  making  their  appearance  in  sufficient  numbers  to  destroy  the 
crop  within  ten  days.  Franklin  :  Injury  apprehended  from  excessive  rams*  Cleburne  : 
Damaged  by  August  rains  and  rust. 

Mississippi. — Clarke :  Ruined  by  rust  and  rains ;  on  some  of  the  best  cotton 
lands  it  will  take  over  seven  acres  to  make  a  bale  ;  bolls  opening  sooner  than 
usual,  and  the  impression  is  that  the  crop  will  be  gathered  by  October.  G-renada  : 
Rust  very  bad  in  some  portions  of  the  county ;  the  high  estimate  of  one  month  ago 
will  not  be  realized  by  20  per  cent.,  judging  from  present  appearances.  Jasper:  Seri- 
ously injured  by  rust.  Panola:  No  rain  generally  since  the  first  of  August  ;  much 
damage  from  rust  and  the  army-worm.  Prentiss  :  Dry  weather  has  caused  bolls  and 
squares  to  fall ;  loss  severe  on  cotton  prospects.  Rankin  :  Too  much  rain  during  sum- 
mer ;  cotton  on  uplands  shedding  badly.  Scott :  Will  be  much  shorter  than  was  ex- 
pected owing  to  rust.  Simpson  :  Crop  will  be  shorter  than  last  year  ;  rains  have  caused 
too  much  growth  of  weed  and  but  little  fruit ;  middle  crop  will  be  small  and  top  crop 
will  depend  on  the  season.  Yazoo :  Planted  too  late  to  amount  to  much.  Noxubee  : 
Opening  rapidly  and  picking  has  commenced ;  crop  better  thau  last  year,  and  will 
yield  as  much  as  can  be  gathered  by  the  existing  labor.  Leake.:  Wet  weather  during 
latter  part  of  July  and  during  August  caused  a  disease  called  black  rust,  which  seemed 
to  affect  the  boll  just  as  soon  as  it  bloomed;  the  borer  also  done  mucb  damage,  the 
two  causes  reducing  crop  prospects  nearly  one-half.  Carroll :  Too  much  rain  followed 
by  hot  and  dry  weather  has  caused  much  shedding.  Covington  :  Injured  some  by  too 
much  rain.  Lee  :  Prospects  never  so  fine  ;  picking  commenced.  Madison  :  Fallen  off 
very  much  since  last  report ;  rust  and  boll-worms  the  cause.  Jjafayette  :  Too  much 
rain  in  some  portions  of  the  county  and  too  little  in  others,  causing  shedding  of 
squares  and  diminishing  the  yield.  Marshall :  Damaged  by  rust,  wet  season  in  July, 
and  cold  weather  first  week  in  August.  Benton  :  Severely  injured  by  rain  and 
drought.  Choctaw:  Very  good ;  hear  some  complaints  of  rust.  Jefferson:  Too  much 
rain  and  intense  heat ;  some  worms  and  plenty  of  rust.  Leflore  :  Damaged  from  shed- 
ding and  rust :  picking  has  fully  commenced  aud  more  opened  than  usual  for  the  sea- 
son. Newton  :  Failed  unusually  from  rust,  blight,  and  boll-worm ;  opening  rapidly 
and  being  picked.  Yalobusha  :  Extreme  dry  weather  during  August  has  reduced  the 
condition  ;  rust  has  also  appeared,  which  a  ays  has  a  damaging  effect ;  opened  two 
weeks  earlier  than  usual  and  good  picking  can  be  done  now.  Copiah  :  Damaged  by 
wet  weather,  rust,  and  boll-worm.  Sumner :  Badly  damaged ;  rust  and  too  much  rain. 
Hinds:  Injury  from  boll- worm,  shedding,  rust,  and  rot  since  August  1  nearly  40  per 
cent.  ;  rains  now  prevent  picking,  which  will  cause  further  loss.  Lauderdale:  Early 
part  of  August  too  wet ;  boll-worm  caused  much  injury ;  hot  and  dry  weather  since 
the  rains  have  caused  more  injury  from  rust  than  was  ever  before  known.  Sunflower  : 
Continued  rains  have  damaged  the  crop  at  least  10  per  cent.  ;  never  had  the  army- 
worm  here,  although  it  is  very  destructive  twenty-five  miles  west  of  here.  Washing- 
ton :  In  some  localities  the  army-worm  is  destructive  and  the  boll- worm  is  causing 
damage  throughout  the  county  generally ;  wet  weather  continues.  Tishemingo  :  Too 
much  rain  ;  sprouting  in  boll  and  rotting.  Holmes  :  Still  raining  and  prospects  of  not 
more  than  half  a  crop. 

Louisiana. — Bienville:  Very  much  injured  by  boll- worms;  worms  increasing,  and 
likely  to  destroy  many  fields  of  late  cotton.     Calcasieu  :  An  unusually  rainy  summer, 
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which  ordinarily  is  very  unfavorable  to  cotton,  hut,  contrary  to  expectation,  the  crop 
is  flourishing,  and  no  worms  are  reported.  Grant :  Cut  off  very  much,  owing  to  rains 
causing  rust  and  rot;  boll- worm  doing  damage  in  some  places.  Bapides:  Rain  al- 
most every  day  since  the  22d  of  Jane  last ;  crop  almost  ruined.  Richland:  Prospects 
very  flattering ;  no  worms  yet.  Washington  :  Not  doing  so  well,  in  consequence  of 
rains  ;  much  shedding,  and  a  few  worms.  West  Carroll :  Too  much  rain  during  July; 
ssason  good  now.  Cameron:  Crop  shortened  one-fourth  by  excessive  rains.  Con- 
cordia :  Rains  too  partial ;  some  sections  too  much,  others  none  at  all ;  young  cotton 
growing  too  fast  and  not  maturing  well ;  picking  later  than  last  year.  Madison  :  Too 
much  rain ;  early  cotton  shedding  badly.  West  Feliciana:  Early  planted  has  declined 
in  condition,  and  late  planted  improved.  Bossier:  Boll  and  cotton  killer  very  de- 
structive this  year.  Point  Coupee :  Too  much  rain ;  early  planted  lost  much  by 
shedding  of  leaves  from  rust  and  bolls ;  late  crop  very  promising.  Tangipahoa  : 
Weather  very  dry ;  picking  progressing  finely. 

Texas. — Bell :  Condition  and  quality  better  than  ever  before.  Brazos :  Picking 
going  on  briskly  ;  per  cent,  of  lint  to  seed  greater  than  ever  known  ;  labor  not  suffi- 
cient to  gather  crop  by  1st  of  January  next.  Comanche:  Cotton  and  boll  worms 
doing  considerable  damage  throughout  about  one-fourth  of  the  county;  first  year  of 
their  ravages  here.  Dallas  :  Would  be  hazardous  to  express  an  opinion  owing  to  im- 
mense numbers  of  boll-worms  who  put  in  appearance  about  fifteen  days  ago,  the  first 
time  in  tbis  section ;  some  planters  report  a  destruction  of  half  the  bolls  in  their 
fields ;  now  receiving  first  new  cotton ;  staple  long  and  very  fine.  Ellis :  The  best 
crop  ever  raised;  some  damage  by  boll- worms,  a  new  thing  in  the  comity  ;  hands  for 
picking  scarce;  four  thousand  pickers  could  find  employment  in  this  county  three 
weeks  from  no  v.  Harrison:  Late  cotton  has  suffered  materially  from  boll-worm 
and  square-worm,  alias  " sharpshooters "' ;  early,  well-worked  crop  good;  has  also 
suffered  some  from  too  much  rain.  Hill:  Too  much  rain;  crop  making  iuinnnse 
growth  of  weed  and  favoring  the  work  of  boll-worms.  Hood  :  Being  badly  damaged 
by  the  boll-worm.  Kaufman:  Looking  unusually  good  ;  hear  some  complaint  of  boll- 
worms  ;  first  bale  picked  sold  at  17  cents  per  pound.  Medina  :  Stood  fair  a  week  ago 
but  the  worm  has  damaged  it  some  since.  Morris :  Too  much  rain,  and  boll-worms 
worse  than  ever  known  before.  Trinity :  Picking  has  commenced,  and  the  crop  is 
better  than  for  years.  Waller  :  Too  much  rain  has  caused  squares  and  forms  to  drop  ; 
boll-worms  very  numerous ;  some  rust  and  blight.  Washington  :  Picking  going  on 
lively;  plant  has  a  rank  growth,  and  worms  can  do  no  harm  now.  Polk:  Picking- 
commenced  ;  some  small  birds,  new  to  us  (one  of  a  brass  color,  the  other  rather  lono-- 
bodied  and  of  a  blue  color),  we  believe,  have  destroyed  the  cotton  fly  and  worm. 
Anderson :  An  exceptional  good  crop  ;  picking  booming.  A  ngelina :  Continued  rains  have 
retarded  crop ;  caused  much  falling  off  of  bolls.  Austin :  Excessive  rains  have 
caused  rank  growth  of  the  plant;  shedding  badly  and  lower  bolls  rotting,  causing 
much  loss  of  the  first  pick,  particularly  on  rich  lands ;  worms  are  scattered  and 
have,  as  yet,  done  but  little  damage.  Erath :  Cut  down  at  least  one-half  since  last 
report  by  caterpillar  and  boll-worms,  pests  but  little  known  heretofore  in  this 
county.  Freestone:  Damaged  by  boll-worm.  Lampasas:  Below  average,  owino-  to 
drought.  Bush :  Boll- worms  and  dry  weather  has  caused  a  loss  of  many  squares  and 
young  bolls.  Stephens  :  Free  of  worms  and  may  now  be  considered  safe.  Titus :  Plant 
very  large,  but  badly  damaged  by  heavy  rains ;  boll-worms  have  been  very  destructive 
within  the  past  six  weeks,  and  now  nothing  remains  but  the  overgrown  weed  and 
bottom  crop.  Collin:  Since  last  report  boll-worm  has  made  frightful  ravages  ;  it  is 
impossible  just  now  to  give  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  destruction.  Coryell: 
Being  seriously  damaged  by  boll-worm.  G-rayson  :  Damage  from  boll-worm  estimated 
at  50  per  cent.  Tarrant:  Seriously  damaged  by  boll- worm.  Bei  Biver :  Boll- worm 
still  at  work;  crop  cut  off  one-half.  Chambers:  Weather  favorable  for  opening  and 
picking.  Gillespie:  Some  fields  entirely  destroyed  by  worms.  Gonzales:  Promises  an 
immense  yield.     Hamilton:  Seriously  damaged  by  rains  and  boll-worms.     Hopkins: 
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Too  much,  in  July,  scorching  sun,  and  boll-worms  have  seriously  damaged  the  crop; 
cannot  estimate  the  loss  sustained.  Williamson  :  Promises  to  be  better  than  for 
twenty  years.

The  Middle  States,  Gulf  States,  and  Pacific  States  are  above  average, 
but  these  represent  less  than  one-eighth  of  the  crop.  The  New  England 
and  South  Atlantic  States  fall  short  of  average  about  '2h  per  cent.,  rep- 
resenting a  still  smaller  portion  of  the  crop.  The  great  corn  regions  of 
the  Mississippi  Valley,  on  both  slopes,  show  a  marked  deficiency,  and 
fully  account  for  the  declining  condition. 

The  northern  portion  of  the  Atlantic  slope  presents  considerable  com- 
plaints of  drought.  To  the  southward  there  was  sufficient  rain,  but  local 
inj  uries  by  storms  are  reported.  The  Gulf  States  stand  hi  gh  on  accoun  t  of 
the  extraordinary  condition  of  the  Texas  crop,  121.  The  growing  condi- 
tions were  very  favorable  in  the  Gulf  States  and  the  Southern  inland  States, 
but  in  the  last  named  section  there  are  complaints  of  severe  drought, 
reducing  the  general  average  to  92.  North  of  the  Ohio  Eiver  the 
drought  in  most  sections,  and  storms  in  others,  cut  down  the  average  to 
91.  A  few  counties  also  show  damages  bj  insects.  The  same  condi- 
tions were  still  more  operative  west  of  the  Mississippi  Elver,  which  falls 
one-eighth  short  of  an  average  condition.  On  the  Pacific  coast,  Califor- 
nia was  over  average,  and  Oregon  short,  but  the  crop  of  the  latter  is 
too  small  to  vary  the  result, 

The  following  extracts  from  correspondents  will  illustrate  the  local 
aspects  of  the  crop.

TOBACCO. 


The  following  table  exhibits  the  condition  of  this  crop  in  the  States 
named,  compared  with  the  condition  a  month  ago  and  with  that  of  Sep- 
tember 1,  1878,  and  September  1,  1879 : 
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We  find  from  this  exhibit  that  the  September  condition  has  improved 
from  that  of  August,  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  North 
Carolina,  but  declined  in  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
and  Missouri.  For  the  whole,  the  condition  is  represented  by  84  for 
September  against  86  for  August,  being  a  decline  of  2  per  cent.  The 
greatest  decline  for  the  month  is  that  in  Indiana,  but  that  which  has 
most  influence  in  reducing  the  total  is  the  decline  that  has  taken  place 
in  Kentucky,  the  leading  tobacco  State.  Here  we  have  a  decline  for 
the  month  of  10  per  cent.,  or  an  indicated  condition  27  per  cent,  below 
an  average,  though  5  per  cent,  above  the  indications  in  that  State  for 
the  same  month  in  1878.  Two  causes  have  principally  operated  to  pro- 
duce this  result :  1st,  the  scarcity  of  plants  that  led  to  a  reduced  area ; 
and,  2d,  the  severe  drought  that  prevailed  for  a  considerable  time  in 
many  large  tobacco -growing  counties  of  the  State. 

Comparing  the  condition  for  the  entire  country,  the  1st  of  the  present 
month,  with  the  condition  at  the  corresponding  date  in  1878  and  1879, 
we  shall  observe  that  it  stands  intermediate  between  the  conditions  for 
those  years,  being  3  per  cent,  lower  than  in  1879,  and  3  per  cent,  higher 
than  in  1878. 

While  a  considerable  portion  of  the  crop,  and  particularly  in  the  leaf- 
tobacco  States,  had  been  cut  and  housed  at  the  date  of  these  returns, 
the  bulk  of  the  crop  for  the  whole  country  still  remained  in  the  field  to 
be  improved,  or  the  contrary,  by  the  conditions  of  weather  for  the  cur- 
rent month.  How  these  conditions  shall  have  affected  the  crop  it  will 
be  the  business  of  our  correspondents  to  report  in  their  returns  for  Oc- 
tober 1,  the  tabulation  of  which  should  furnish  reasonably  accurate  data 
for  computing  the  crop  of  1880. 

The  following  extracts  indicate  the  local  aspects  of  the  crop :

POTATOES. 

The  condition  of  potatoes,  as  returned  September  1,  shows  a  heavy 
decline  since  August  1 ;  the  condition  as  reported  is  90  against  98  then. 
As  compared  with  last  year,  on  the  1st  September,  there  is  a  loss  of  5 
per  cent.  Of  all  the  Atlantic  States  Maine  reports  the  lowest,  78,  and 
Pennsylvania  the  highest,  95.  In  the  West  and  Xorthwest,  Michigan, 
Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota  each  report  an  average  of  over  100,  while  In- 
diana, Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri,  and  Kansas  are  below  90,  and  the  latter 
State  is  only  69.  The  universal  complaint  is  drought  during  August. 
Insects  are  reported  generally,  but  the  damage  is  not  great,  except  in 
some  of  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

BUCKWHEAT. 

In  the  New  England  States,  Maine  and  Vermont  report  a  lower  con- 
dition than  last  year  at  this  time.  The  condition  reported  is  85  against 
98  in  1879.  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  report  a  higher  average. 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  the  two  States  that  raise  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  crop  of  the  country,  report  an  average  of  93  against  98  last  year. 
Michigan,  Ohio,  and  Wisconsin,  the  three  States  in  the  West  that  raise 
the  largest  portion  of  the  crop  sown  west  of  the  Alleganies,  report  a 
condition  of  98  against  81  in  1879.  The  average  of  the  whole  country 
is  94  against  98  in  1879. 
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WHEAT. 

In  September  our  correspondents  give  a  preliminary  estimate  of  the 
condition  of  wheat,  which  affords  an  element  of  value  in  the  final  esti- 
mate of  yield  and  quality.  The  September  condition  this  year  is  repre- 
sented by  90  against  92  in  1879  and  87  in  1878. 

New  England  averages  87 ;  complaints  of  drought  in  this  region.  The 
Middle  States  and  Pacific  States  returned  a  full  average  condition, 
Schuyler  County,  New  York,  reports  very  favorably 'of  the  Canada  sil- 
ver chaff,  the  seed  of  which  was  furnished  by  the  department.  Late 
white  wheats  did  not  do  so  well  in  the  Lehigh  Valley.  San  Diego,  CaL, 
reports  the  finest  grain  season  known. 

The  South  reports  a  very  inferior  condition,  especially  the  Gulf  States, 
which  show  but  little  more  than  two-thirds  average.  Bust,  storms,  and 
insects  are  charged  with  this  falling  off  in  condition.  North  of  the 
Ohio,  the  great  wheat  region  of  the  United  States,  the  average  is  95. 
Summit  County,  Ohio,  reports  the  best  yield  in  forty  years,  but  other 
couuties  in  the  same  region  report  a  decline.  Several  counties  average 
20  bushels  per  acre.  AVest  of  the  Mississippi  the  drought  greatly  re- 
duced the  condition,  bringing  it  to  84.  As  two  other  investigations  will 
be  made  during  the  year  it  will  not  be  prudent  to  give  any  estimate  of 
the  actual  out-turn  of  the  crop  of  1880.

Wasco  :  Injured  by  hot  weather.  Yam  Hill :  Winter  crop  10  per  cent,  above  average, 
'hoth  in  quantity  and  quality. 

-Colorado. — Larimer:  Berry  very  fine  ;  thin  stand. 

Utah. — Morgan  :  Injured  by  frost. 

Dakota. — Hutchinson  :  Full  weight  and  fine  quality,  but  short  in  yield. 

-Indian  Territory. — Failure  ;  dry  spring. 

-  Idaho. — Nez  Perces :  Excellent  crop. 

OATS. 

The  condition  of  oats  at  harvest  is  represented  by  the  number  88,  or 
12  per  cent,  short  of  an  average.  The  New  England  and  Pacific  States 
are  nearly  average.  The  Middle  States  present  a  good  condition,  or 
«only  6  per  cent,  below  average.  The  Southern  States,  especially  the 
four  Southern  inland  States,  show  a  comparatively  low  condition,  or 
about  one-fourth  below  average.  The  great  grain  regions  north  of  the 
Ohio  River  and  west  of  the  Mississippi  fall  short  over  10  per  cent.  The 
-same  conditions  that  injured  the  wheat  crops  have  been  felt  in  the  oats 
fields.

The  following  table  is  a  partial  summary  of  the  work  of  the  chemical 
division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  determining  by  chemical 
analyses  the  exact  conditions  of  sorgho-cane  and  maize  (corn)  stalks  at 
different  periods  of  development. 

The  plants  under  examination  were  grown  on  the  department  grounds 
and  from  seed  procured  from  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  bearing, 
for  the  most  part,  the  local  name  of  each. 

A  careful  study  of  these  tables  will  show  why  those  who  have  here- 
tofore undertaken  to  manufacture  sugar  from  sorghum  have  sometimes 
succeeded  in  granulating  sugar  and  have  more  frequently  failed  in 
doing  so. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  among  the  sorgho-canes,  Early  Amber  from  D. 
Smith,  Early  Amber  from  Plant  Seed  Company,  Early  Golden  and  Hon- 
duras grown  on  Arsenal  grounds;  also,  Lindsay's  Horse  Tooth  and  Im- 
prove! Prolific,  among  the  corns,  have  apparently  reached  their  maxi- 
mum per  cent,  of  sucrose. 

In  the  corns,  analyses  of  the  stage  marked  X  have  been  made,  in  order 
to  compare  their  results  with  those  obtained  from  stalks  from  which  the- 
ears  were  plucked  at  the  roasting  stage. 

Stages  13,  11,  15,  and  16  of  sorgho-canes  cannot  be  very  definitely 
described.  Only  a  person  who  is  accustomed  to  testing  the  stages  can 
decide  upon  them.
